‘The court said: ‘‘ The most important 
iestion is whether the manufacturer, not- 
withstanding its written contract, is bound 
to make good the loss, assuming that it was 
caused by such defects in the goods. The 
general rule of the common law, expressed 
by the maxim ‘ Let the buyer beware,’ is 
not of universal application, though the 
exceptions are quite limited; and one of 
them is the case of a manufacturer who 
ells goods of his own manufacture, who, 
itis said, impliedly warrants that they are 
free from any latent defect growing out of 
the process of manufacture. The seller in 
such a case is liable for any defect arising 
from the manner in which the article is 
manufactured, or from the use of defective 
materials, the character of which he is 
shown or is presumed to have knowledge 
of. This rule, and the reasons upon which 
t rests, or its qualifications and limitations, 
seldom been stated in the same form 
courts and writers upon the subject;

It is well settled that, when an article is 
sold under a contract which specifies the 
qualities which it shall possess—no matter 
whether the language be a condition ora 
warranty—the law will not, except in spe- 
cia! cases, imply a warranty or condition 
that the article has other qualities. The 
rule means that, where parties to a con- 
tract of sale have expressed in words the 
warranty by which they intend to be bound, 
no further warranty will be implied by law. 
but that expressed will include the whole 
obligation of the seller; but the rule is not 
applicable to the obligation of a manufac- 
turer who contracts fora sale of his own 
product, the condition of which he is pre- 
His obligation rests not 
only upon the terms of the contract, but 
upon his superior knowledge and the con- 
fidence which the buyer reposed in his 
ability to produce a proper article; and 
hence the relation of the parties is quite 
different from that of dealers in the article 
in the market, each possessing equal means 
of information and opportunity for the de- 
The purchaser

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Modern Paper Mill Construction.

upon that, putting the lighter machinery 
on the upper floors. This, of course, has 
required that certain allowances shall be 
made, and perhaps inconveniences experi- 
enced in the future handling of the manu- 
factured products, as some of the heavy 
machinery could be worked to better ad- 
vantage if placed upon the second or third 
floors. In order, therefore, to secure as 
solid a foundation setting for the second 
and third floors of the building, it has been 
advised that steel I beams shall be used in 
place of wood. 

That a stiffer floor, firmer foundation 
and other points of substantiality would 
result from the use of steel beams, none 
will deny. One of the first manufacturing 
establishments to practically test steel 
beams was the Berkshire Manufacturing 
Company, of North Adams, Mass., where 
a large number of these beams were sub. 
stituted for wood. If @ lead pencil will 
stand upright firmly on a floor on which 
there is considerable heavy machinery in 
motion, it is a sure indication that the floor 
is free from excessive vibration. The 
writer tested the floor in this mill in this 
manner and found that the pencil stood 
upon its end with hardly a quiver. Several 
other manufacturing establishments have

since been built with steel I beams for floor 
supports. 

No innovation in the building line was 
ever made, however, without there being 
certain drawbacks at the beginning. In 
this instance the drawbacks have been dis- 
covered by the fire underwriters, who have 
tested steel beams and found that in cases 
of fire the beams are likely to warp, expand 
and the like. Of course an overheated 
steel beam would create considerable mis- 
chief, as it would be distorted and throw 
the floors out of line, and perhaps wreck 
the walls of the building. There are vari- 
ous ways to overcome the effects of heat 
from a fire.

as shown in Figure I., this being an end 
view. The length, it is found, can be of 
considerable proportions, thus making it 
possible to dispense with certain lines of 
posts in a framed building. The next 
view, Fig. I1., shows a way in which the 
beam can be made fireproof and not aftect- 
ed by heat. The process consists in at- 
taching laggings of wood along the sides 
and top and bottom of the beam in the 
manner illustrated. A heat retarding sys- 
tem would be used in connection with the 
planking, or a method of applying fire- 
proof materia] to the outer surfaces would 
be adopted, something after the plan des- 
ignated by the dark lines surrounding the 
protected beam shown in Fig. III. The 
use of such a system would of course make 
the beams practically the same as wood, 
so far as fire service is concerned, and at 
the same time stiffness would be assured. 
At first the steel beams were laid in the 
walls of the buildings, as shown in Fig. IV. 
This is a very crude and dangerous 
method. In case of fire or anything which 
would expand the beam, the wall would 
be destroyed and perhaps the building 
wrecked. ‘There are several ways to ar- 
range the end of the beam in the wall of 
masonry to overcome any alteration in 
the length of the beam. A simple and 
effective way is presented in Fig. V., in 
which the end of the beam is drilled and 
a stud inserted into the hole, thus making 
the pivot A, which rests upon the studs 
B B, with the iron arms supporting as 
shown. The studs B B are securely ce- 
mented into the masonry. An air space 
of a couple of inches is left at C. Thus the 
beam can move an inch or so either way 
without doing any harm. As fewer steel 
beams are needed than wood to secure the 


same results, the cost of the former is not 
much more than the latter. 

There are ways to do without many posts 
in rooms and at the same time secure a 
firm construction without steel beams. 
The writer has just had occasion to present 
plans for erecting a building 80 feet wide 
and 200 feet long without a single post to 
interfere with the placing of the machinery 
and the lining of the shafting. A mill 
building was put up on the same idea at 
Sacramento, Cal., in 1880, and was prac- 
tically one immense room, without an ob- 
struction from end to end. The writer saw 
the mill in 1886, just before it was de- 
stroyed by fire. The method of building 
the roof was the key to the plan and in- 
volved the use of many iron rods, each 
threaded at either end and fitted with nuts 
and lock nuts and adjusted according to 
the plan shown herewith. The arrange- 
ment is something after the suspension 
or bridge system. Timbers 4x8 inches 
were placed upon the walls 4 feet apart, 
and the roof timbers were extended from 
these, thus forming the gable. Stout iron 
rods were placed, one in the centre and 
three at each side, in every set as shown 
in the view, and these rods supported the 
roof and the lines of shafting firmly. Posts 
bother in any mill; they obstruct light, are 
in the way of the workman, and are a gen- 
eral nuisance. ‘They niay be dispensed 
with in buildings up to a certain size, by 
the above described method. This is the 
season when considerable new building is 
going on, and these points regarding the 
use of steel I beams and doing away with 
posts may be worthy of thought.

MORE ABOUT ENGINE STOPS. 

Regarding the arrangement of en- 
gine stop signals referred to in an article 
published a short time ago, it is always 
better to use the closed circuit for such 
signalling, for the reason that when any 
derangement of the electrical apparatus 
occurs notice is immediately given by a 
stroke on the engine room bell. Such a 
signal can, at the most, cause a stop. This, 
although it may cost a few dollars at the 
most, is little compared with the ability of 
being able at all times to stop the engine 
in case of accident to machinery or opera- 
tors. The closed circuit source of electric- 
ity may be through battery or dynamo. If 
the former, the cells should be of the crow- 
foot type. This kind is used for telegraph- 
ing, and also for the fire alarm systems 
used in cities and large towns. If a 
dynamo is used it should be operated for 
that purpose alone, and no attempt should 
ever be made to harness up this machine 
for giving light or doing other work than 
that of ringing bells or operating electric 
stops. 

It was stated that the push buttons 
should be covered with glass to prevent 
their use accidentally, thereby causing a 
shutdown. When glass is used as a pro- 
tection it is usual to mount a heavy piece 
of iron, such as a 6 inch spike, convenient 
to the push button. In case of fire the 
glass can be broken with the spike, and 
the button pressed at the same time. One 
firm in this business makes a neat glass 
case for the push buttons, resembling a 
watch crystal; another firm makes a spe- 
cial form of push button box, which is cov- 
ered with thick, heavy paper. This can be 
easily broken with the finger, and will not 
cut the flesh as glass is liable to do. 

Whatever method of electric supply is 
used for signals, there is only one way of 
securing positive safety, and that is, always 
keep the apparatus in first-class coudition. 
No apparatus, electrical especially, will 
keep in good shape without attention. Let 
one man be made responsible for the con- 
dition of the apparatus, and let no other 
man approach it for any purpose whatever

BOILER SCALE. 

The method of testing the loss of con- 
ductivity due to scale upon boiler plates 
and tubes has recently been set forth by 
parties who have been experimenting in 
that direction. Pieces of the scale of vari- 
ous thicknesses are carefully collected, and 
the surface is made as flat and uniform as 
possible. To the back of each piece a bit 
of wire is fastened at an angle to the plane 
of the object itself. This angle may be 45, 
60, or any other convenient number of de- 
grees. The wire being attached by means 
of wax, a certain degree of heat will cause 
the wax to melt and the wire to fall. The 
pieces of scale are carefully arranged over 
a metal plate, through which holes about 1 
inch square have been carefully cut. 
Pieces of iron coated with mud, plaster of 
paris, hydraulic cement and other sub- 
stances are also fitted with bits of wire and 
wax, and arranged likewise upon the plate 
through which the holes are cut. When as 
many samples as it is desired to test have 
been arranged, the plate is piaced on top 
of a kettle of water, which has been made 
to boil by the application of fire or steam. 
At the instant the plate is dropped upon 
the kettle the time is noted as accurately 
as possible by means of a stop watch. 
Heat instantly begins to travel through the 
several samples, and when they arrive at 
the same degree of heat the wax fs melted 
and the wires fall. 

Each time the wire falls the time elapsed 
and its number are carefully noted and 
tabulated. After all of the wires have 
fallen a comparison can be easily made 
which will give the loss of conductivity, 
which should be credited to the different 
substances. This experiment may be 
varied a little by coating tubes upon the 
inside or outside and attaching wires to the 
free side. Hot steam is then passed 
through or around the tubes, as the case 
may be, and the time of falling of each 
wire is noted as before. ‘I'his gives a very 
close approximation to the heat lost in 
making steam through various thicknesses 
of scale. The experiment also demon- 
strates that it is not always the thickest 
scale which causes the greatest loss of 
heat, as some kinds of scale are much 
more impervious to heat than other kinds, 
but any scale is bad enough, and the 
quicker it is removed from the boiler the 
better not only for the owner's pocket- 
book, but for the boiler, too. 

BAD BOILER CONNECTIONS, 

A case recently came to the writer's no- 
tice where the boiler was fed through the 
lower connection of the water column. 
Such a condition of things should hardly 
be expected in a civilized community, but 
a number of like cases, and even of worse, 
do exist not a thousand miles from New 
York city itself. How anyone could tell 
the height of water in a boiler when the 
boiler was running is past comprehension 
Examples have been noted where steam 
was taken through the upper connection of 
water line glass, and if an example could 
be found embracing both forms noted 
above it would certainly cap the climax, so 
far as abnormal boiler connections are con- 


cerned. 
STOPPING LEAKS. 


There are a good many leaks around a 
mill for which it will pay to go on a still 
hunt and promptly extinguish them as fast 
as they are found. First, blowing the 
whistle. A thousand cubic feet of high 
pressure steam is wasted in many a mill 
before anyone is aware of the loss. A 
good deal of steam is also wasted by blow- 
ing through heating coils and condensing 
kettles. Another lot of steam is wasted by 
leaky valves, which permit it 
through the circulating pipes of a building, 
to the great discomfort of the workmen, 
especially during dog days. 

The writer recently found a coil of sev. 
eral hundred feet of pipe, which, if not red 
hot, was certainly steam hot, and the ther- 
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preservation of wood fibre is said to 
be ed by saturating the fibre with salt 
which should be done in a drain- 
gy machine. Salts sufficiently cheap to per- 
their use in the production of fibre on 
arge scale, and which at the same time 
either affect the machinery nor cause 
uuble in the subsequent working of the 
common kitchen salt, bitter salt 
ind sulphate of alumina.

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CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 2, 1806. 

The paper trade is dull, and very few 
in the business can be found who believe 
that there will be any increased activity in 
the near future. Up the valley the mills 
continue to operate, but not one concern 
has been pointed out lately which has an 
overabundance of orders. The big ware- 
houses in Cincinnati are doing an ordinary 
midsummer business, a slight push in the 
transient trade varying somewhat the mo- 
notony of dullness; but there is no unusual 
rush, nor are any of the commercial trav- 
elers now on the road sending in large 
orders. 

Chatfield & Woods are doing a fair sum- 
mer trade, with no feature worth mention- 
ing. 

The Snider house is gaining good head- 
way and recovering a great deal of ground 
lost in its business misfortunes some time 
ago. 

Business is fair with the Seinsheimer 
Paper Company, but its managers say that 
they have to work hard to get any kind of 
business. This house now has fifteen men 
on the road, traveling in every direction. 
It is doing its share. 

The Diem & Wing Company is now mak- 
ing all kinds of bags, the facilities for 
which have been greatly enlarged. It has 
gone into a large building on Sixth street, 
between the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton Railroad and Freeman avenue, on the 
**Big Four’’ road. The building is 60 by 
150 feet and has five floors, all of which 
have been in full operation. Among the 
specialties of the new factory are banana 
bags, sugar bags and bicycle bags. At 
present business is dull with this concern. 








































Up to May 1 it was very good, but there 
has been a falling off during the current 
month.

Diem & Wing now have thirteen men on 
the road, and reports from them indicate 
only a fair trade. Speaking of his business 
to your correspondent, Mr. Diem said: ‘‘A 
paper mill nowadays is a good thing not 
to have; it is like the farm.

There is no branch of industry at present 
in such a bad condition as that of paper 
making.’’

Paper dealers, like business men of all 
other branches, were greatly interested in 
the convention at St. Louis and are just as 
greatly interested in the forthcoming con- 
vention at Chicago. All are anxious to see 
the nominations made and the country settle 
down to business. It is to be presumed 
that the opening of the campaign and the 
attention which its progress will attract 
will have no good effect on general busi- 
ness. 

The consolidation of the Commercia/- 
Gazette and 7riiune has gone into effect 
and the paper now appears as the Commer- 
ctal-Tribune. The price is 2 cents and the 
consolidation takes from the field in this 
city the only 1 cent morning paper. The 
intention was to make the Commercéa/- 
Triiune a 3-cent paper, but when this be- 
came noised about the protests from agents 
and subscribers were so numerous and 
strong that it was decided at the last min- 
ute to make the price 2 cents. The £n- 
guirer continues at 5 cents and the talk 
that John R. McLean intended to reduce 
the price to2cents isheard no longer. The 
Enquirer is now about the only 5 cent met- 
ropolitan paper left in the country. The 
manner in which the Commercital-Gazetle 
outwitted the 77zdune people in the details 
of consolidation is yet the talk of those who 
are acquainted with the facts. Here was 
a morning paper—the 7/7sune — three 
years old. It had developed into a very 
excellent newspaper and its circulation 
had grown until it boasted of 60,000. 
Few doubted it. The statement was also 
common in business circles that the 
Trijune was paying its way—on its feet, 
as it were. Its news service was good, 
its advertising patronage was liberal, its 
facilities for turning outa first-class modern 
newspaper were very complete, and, in 
short, everyone had reason to believe that 
the paper had become one of the solid in- 
stitutions of the city. Five men owned it, 
and in its struggling infancy they had con- 
tributed a great deal of money to make it a 
success. These men were beginning to 
recover some of their paid out funds and 
were enjoying the prestige which comes to 
the owners of a successful and influential 
daily, such as the 77rséune had become, 
when negotiations were entered into look- 
ing to a consolidation with the Commercial- 
Gazette. The 7rbune people anticipated 
no trouble in coming out with a majority 
of stock in the new concern, but when the 
time arrived for the completion of the de- 
tails the 7rzbune owners were astonished 
to find that the Commercial-Gazette people 
demanded a very large percentage of the 
whole. They could not agree on the terms 
of consolidation, and, as the negotiations 
had progressed too far to call all arrange- 
ments off, it was decided to leave the mat- 
ter of apportionment of stock to arbitration.

The public is supposed to be 
mystified and consequently curious about 
the product, and the press, having been fed, 
is satisfying this curiosity and using all of 
the nice kind of adjectives which tt has in 
stock. Only the financial papers make 
remarks about the leading spirit of the 
pegamoid boom—a gentleman of the name 
of Byers. They say that anything he does 
not know about company promotion isn’t 
worth knowing, and that in his time he 
has shocked even the tender susceptibilities 
of the Stock Exchange. Yet, of course, 
this does not say that pegamoid is not the 
very thing for which humanity has been wait- 
ing until this year of grace. Atany rate, 
according to its boomers it is as full of 
business as a patent medicine. In its raw 
state it is a pulp, and this can be spread like 
a jelly over paper or any sort of textile, 
waterproofing the material perfectly. For 
instance, when it is put on cotton cloth, a 
cheap substitute for hide which can be em- 
bossed like leather is obtained. This will 
stand any amount of washing.

G. F. Busbridge, of the East Malling

The Liverpool Bill of Entry is an old 
publication recording only hard facts ab- 
breviated to the last degree to economize 
space. It is interesting to note that the 
words ‘‘including Manchester’’ have been 
added to the title, and the growth of this 
portion of the paper, recording, of course, 
the vessels and their cargoes entering the 
Ship Canal, is surprising, both as regards 
the number of the ships and the variety 
of their consignments. After cotton and 
timber perhaps paper making materials are 
now the most important items. They are in- 
creasingly represented and reappear regu- 
larly on the bills. During May last nearly 
9,000 tons of paper making materials were 
dealt with, and within the last few days 7% 
tons of pulp wood and 8,000 bales of wood 
pulp have sailed up the canal. 

One of the oldest commercial travelers 
in the country has died almost in har- 
ness at the ripe age of seventy years. 
Thomas Henderson had represented R. 
Tullis & Co., wholesale stationers, of Edin- 
burgh, for forty years or therebaouts. 

Sir Alexander Muir Mackenzie does not 
see why Scotland should not provide a 
respectable quantity of pulp wood. He has 
brought the question of originating a wood 
pulp industry before the notice of the di- 
rectors of the Highland Agricultural So- 
ciety. He seems to have been struck with 
the fact that a company had been formed 
in Manchester with a capital of $500,000 to 
make silk from wood pulp. He has been 
in communication with the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce on the subject, and 
thinks that the Forestry Committee might 
inquire as to the prospects of it being made 
a home industry, for which our native 
woods would be suitable. The Forestry 
Committee has undertaken to obtain in- 
formation on the subject. There does not 
seem to be any reason why Scotland should 
not furnish a fair amount of pine, but it 
seems very improbable that the native ar- 
ticle could compete with the product of the 
Scandinavian hillsides. Moreover, if Sit 
Alexander thinks that the forest proprietors 
can fatten on the requirements of the wood- 
silk manufacturers he is very much mis 
taken. The amount of wood pulp which

Only 5,231 
out of a total of 38,008 fires in 1895 oc- 
curred in manufacturing establish- 
ments, where it might reasonably be ex- 
pected that special risks were incurred, 
inasmuch as the underwriters make it 
their business to exact high rates on al- 
most every construction used for indus- 
trial purposes. It is proper to note that 
fires caused by electric wires and lights 
have decreased in number. This indi- 
cates that attention has been given, as 
it should be, to greater care in insula- 
tion and other features wherein electri- 
cal installations are concerned. We 
do not agree with the journal from 
which we gather the figures above 
cited that there is ‘‘not very much 
hope of any material reduction, but 
rather of a gradual increase in the fire 
waste.” Aside from the peculiarity of 
this expression—the English of which is 
dubious—and taking it at its intent, we 
do not think that this hopeless view is 
warranted.

PAPER STOCK IMPORTS. 

The imports of rags and other paper 
making fibres—jute butts excepted—at 
the port of New York during the month 
ended June 30, as reported, amounted 
to 10,994 bales and 285 tons, the differ- 
ence in quantities, compared with the 
corresponding month of 1895, being a 
decrease in rags of 789 bales, in old 





papers an increase of 164 bales, and in 
manilla stocks a decrease of 4,084 bales. 
There was no wood pulp imported dur- 
ing June, and of chemical fibre 435 tons 
less than the May imports were 
brought in. The appended tabulation 
shows the quantities of paper making 
materials of the kinds mentioned which 
were reported as having been imported 
during the month of June for the last 
five years:

When the company decided 
to try it I secured samples and prices from 
starch manufacturers and submitted them 
to the home office, and there my connection 
with the matter virtually ceased. I have 
not followed it up since, although I believe 
that we use potato starch; but, from what 
the starch manufacturers themselves tel] 
me, the writing paper manufacturers em. 
ploy it very extensively. We are satisfieq 
with it. 

James P. Heffernan, of Heffernan (x 
Rossman, New York—I have been in busi- 
ness for over thirty years, but in all that 
time I never knew times to be so hard as 
they are now. There is one consolation. 
if it may be called a consolation, and that is 
that this condition of things is not confined 
to us or to any one house or line but is 
general. ‘‘ Misery loves company,” it is 
said. If it was a fact that our business 
was bad and our neighbors’ in the same 
line was good, it would be an occasion for 
suspecting that all was not right with us,

It is incorporated 
under the laws of New Jersey and has a 
capital stock of $200,000, of which $130,000 
has been paid in. There are about sixty 
stockholders in Poughkeepsie, New York 
and Chicago, and the officers are: Presi- 
dent, A. B. Tallman, of Chicago; vice- 
president, Charles T. Rouds, of Pough- 
keepsie; secretary, I. Steinhardt, of New 
York; treasurer, F. W. Pugsley, of Pough- 
keepsie. The business of the company was 
to make patterns and publish fashion peri- 
odicals and literature. A corps of design- 
ers, printers and writers were employed, 
nd several hundred persons received steady 
work. The financial trouble has been brew- 
ing for some time. During the recent 
business depression the scope of the con- 
cern was enlarged and 900 agencies were 
established in the United States, Canada, 
France and Mexico. ‘’o do this a floating 
debt of about $50,000 was created, which is 
now coming due at the rate of $2,000 a 
week. The business has been clearing about 
$3,000 a month above expenses since Jan- 
uary 1, anda movement was on foot to fund 
its indebtedness and clear it off, but it was 
frustrated by the absence of several persons 
necessary to carry it on. The assets are 
Said to be about $200,000.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The trading 
in the stock market was less exciting, and 
following the break of Wednesday nearly all 
the moving shares closed at higher figures. 
Most business in call loans was done yester- 
day on a basis of 2% per cent. Little is 
done in time money, and there is not much 
demand. Rates are 3@3% per cent. for 
thirty to sixty days, 3@4% per cent. for 
ninety days to four months, and 4@4'%4 per 
cent. for five to six months, with a few 
transactions at the same rate for seven 
months. There is a lighter demand for 
commercial paper. City banks are out of 
the market as buyers. Local bankers re- 
port some inquiry from correspondents in 
the South and West. The supply is only 
moderate. Quotations are 4@4'% per cent. 
for sixty to ninety day indorsed bills receiv- 
able, with very few transactions at the 
lower figure; 44@5 per cent. for four 
months’ commission house and first-class 
single names ; 44%@5 per cent. for prime, 
and 5%@6 per cent. for good four to six 
months’ single names. Some brokers re- 
ported an advancing tendency of rates, 
with business slightly above the level quot- 
ed. Foreign exchange was steady and only 
moderately active. Posted rates were $4.88 
for sixty days and $4.89 for sight. Actual 





rates were $4.87@4.87 for sixty days, and 
$4.87.@4.88 for sight. 
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THE PAPER TRADE.—There is little 
that is new in the paper market. Trade 
goes along in a quiet way, with only the 
regular summer activity. Writings are 
quiet, Book isin moderate demand, News 
is well taken up, and Manillas are in fair 
request. Local trade in Manillas, bags, 
&c., keeps up in good shape, and in results 
is a gain on the corresponding time last 
year. 

JUTE BUTTS.—There is nothing of in- 
terest in the market, and prices nominally 
remain as they have been. 

WOOD PULP.—Ground Wood in 
steady request, and prices are regular, State 
product going at $18@20. 

WOOD FIBRE.—The volume of busi- 
ness in Domestic Sulphite has steadily 
grown, and at the present time the mills 
all appear to have plenty to do. Among 
the orders of the week was one for 
250 tons for export.

CANADA, 

An accident to the American lock at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., on Sunday, June 
8, caused the whole of the shipping to be 
passed through the Canadian lock until 
after dinner time on Monday, during which 
period there were passed through the locks 


| over one hundred vessels of various sizes, 


including for the first time the well-known 
passenger boat Northwest. The damage 
was caused by a schooner entering the 
lock from below with her centreboard down, 
breaking the grating over the valves and 
twisting the pressure pipes. No serious 
injury was done and there was no delay, 
as the Canadian lock was quite capable of 
doing the work required of it. Last week 
the largest single lockage ever known at 
either ‘‘Soo'’ was made through the Cana- 
dian lock, no less than five vessels of a 
total length of 1,191 feet, with a tonnage 
of 49,186 tons, being passed through at 
once. 

The schooner Bavarian, lying at Sault 
Ste.

About 6,000 bales arrived from Montreal at 
the London docks last week. 

Ide & Christie report that in tne esparto 

market prices have been fairly well sus- 
tained by the breadth of inquiry and extent 
of actual business done. Probably the vol- 
ume of transactions has been somewhat less 
than in the previous four weeks, but there 
has been a full trade passing in most of the 
descriptions of esparto, and sellers have in 
nearly all cases obtained their price. As 
was expected, the imports of May marked 
a considerable reduction on the bountiful 
figures of the previous four months, and it 
is perhaps a healthy sign that consumers 
who had contract deliveries due have been 
calling for them, although some individual 
mills may be overstocked. It will be ob- 
served that the twelve-months’ record still 
compares well with the corresponding pe- 
riod of the two previous years, and the im- 
ports of African at least during the current 
month are expected to reach a fair average 
total. The large business carried through 
in the last eight or ten weeks has doubtless 
filied the chief consumers for many months 
ahead, and sellers look now for some pause 
in the demand. Spanish has been a com- 
paratively small import, but the five months’ 
total of 33,211 tons is still nearly 9,000 tons 
in excess of last year. Firmness has char- 
acterized the market for this description 
and a considerable business has been done, 
one or two transactions marking a rise of 
30 cents per ton. Itis reported from Spain 
that stocks there are nearly exhausted, but 
the drought is said to have caused a pre- 
mature ripening of the grass, and already 
some new crop from the earliest districts 
has appeared at the shipping ports. Some 
sellers express considerable anxiety regard- 
ing the political and financial outlook of 
Spain, and are inclined to restrict their 
further offers within very moderate com- 
pass, even with a ‘‘ war, insurrection or 
blockade "’ clause embodied in the contract. 
Algerian has likewise arrived in limited 
quantity, and the excess over last year is 
reduced to 1,300 tons—the comparative 
figures to the end of May being 29,022 tons, 
against 27,687. The tone of the market has 
remained dull and almost depressed, and 
the business concluded shows, if anything, 
an increased weakness in values. Consid- 
ering the low range of prices and the es- 
teem in which this description as a material 
of manufacture is held this condition of 
the market is rather remarkable. Tunisian 
has been imported to an average extent, 
and brings the total of 6,447 tons well above 
that of the five months of 1895. It is re- 
ported that, contrary to the usual expe- 
rience at this season, supplies have been 
coming lately into the shipping ports, and 
shippers’ small stocks have been to some 
degree replenished. There is only a small 
current inquiry for distant contracts, but 
quotations are unaltered. Tripoli receipts 
have been small, and, while at the end of 
April the two years’ figures were about 
level, they now stand 2,500 tons less, or 
17,046 against 19,604. There has been a 
full extent of new business concluded for 
distant shipment, and prices have been 
firmly maintained by sellers and conceded 
by buyers. 

A French patent suggests silk powder as 
a medium for the ornamentation of paper. 
Silk waste is carefully cleaned, then ren- 
dered brittle by steeping in a warm solu- 
tion of tin crystals and sugar, dried, ground, 
weighted with silicate of soda, dyed, soft- 
ened with a solution of Carragheen moss, 
and again dried in a rotating mill furnished 
with sieves. The silk powder thus made 
is then applied to the surface of the paper 
in the usual way. 

I briefly reported that there had been a 
riot at the Titaghur Paper Mills, India. 
Full details to hand show that European 
managers out there get a little cheerful ex- 
citement at times. The European officials

APPLETON, Wis., June 30, 1896. 

There is no sign as yet of any 
brightening of the trade situation. Manu- 
facturers are now hoping that there may be 
a little pick-up afterthe Fourth, but they 
are by no means certain of it. The present 
is indeed the dullest season that the manu- 
facturers have ever had, and the result is 
that everything connected with paper mak- 
ing is dull and uninteresting. Manufactur- 
ers are buying nothing except from hand to 
mouth, fearing that what they buy to-day 
will be offered them cheaper to-morrow. 
Improvements which were contemplated to 
be made at about this time are being 
postponed. Orders come fitfully. Some 
weeks mills have all that they can com- 
fortably do, and perhaps the next week 
there are no orders to amount to anything. 
All of the paper companies are operating 
their mills, but it is sorrowful business when 
one thinks of the past. 

The water in Lake Winnebago is falling 
quite rapidly, and already there is talk of 
again curtailing the use of water. Itis being 
put off for a few days on account of the ex- 
pected completion of the organization of 
the Menasha and Neenah Water Power 
Company, else the curtailment would prob- 
ably be already in effect. It is thought that 
it will be possible to hold a meeting next 
Saturday to perfect the organization, after 
which the control of the water will immedi- 
ately be assumed by the company. The 
amountof the curtailment will not be great, 
and will leave power enough for operating 
most of the mills without any recourse to 
steam. 

The pulp wood raft of 6,000 cords of wood 
from Canada arrived at the Supply Com- 
pany’s docks at Long Tail Point last Satur- 
day night, and is now being put in the 
boom. The pulp wood train to this valley, 
which has been discontinued, was put on 
again to-day. Other rafts will follow 
shortly until all of the wood necessary has 
been received. 

Just as soon as the condition of business 
will permit the expense, the Paul Paper 
Company, of Menasha, will increase its 
steam boiler capacity very materially. 

The Telulah Paper Company, of this 
city, is making arrangements to put a new 
roof on the machine room of its mill. It 
will also add five top dryers to its largest 
paper machine, the same being 90 inches in 
width. The work will be undertaken at 
once. 

The Winnebago Paper Mills, of Neenah, 
have recently added a new beating engine 
to their equipment of machinery. 

Information from Eau Claire is to the 
effect that the Dells Paper and Pulp Com- 
pany is having an especially good run of 
business just now, considering the times. 
The new pulp mill built last winter is run- 
ning along satisfactorily, and is turning out 
a large amount of product. Some minor 
repairs have been made, and everything is 
now thoroughly adjusted and doing excel- 
lent work, 

At the new mill of the Quinnesec Falls 
Company several carloads of parts of the 
paper machine have arrived, and the work 
of setting it up is progressing under the 
supervision of a man from the Beloit Iron 
Works. The machine which is going to 
Quinnesec is the new large machine which 
was put in about a year ago at the mill of 
the Badger Paper Company at Kaukauna. 
After the water was shut off from the canal | 
from which the Badger derived its power, 
the machine could not be operated for lack 
of power. It comes in now very handily 
for the new Quinnesec establishment.

HOLYOKE, Mass., July 2, 1896. 

Reports from manufacturers regard- 
ing the state of trade are not very encour- 
aging; in fact they are quite the reverse. 

Judging from remarks made by several 
veteran paper makers this week, the present 
season is one of the dullest on record for 
the trade, and there are no signs of imme- 
diate improvement. 


In the way of orders, most of the mills 
seem to have a fair supply, but more would 
be welcome. The mills have been running 
on full time this week, with the exception 
of those where repairs have already begun. 

No important change in prices is recorded, 
and there is very little cutting heard of just 
now. 

There is a moderate movement of foreign 
and domestic rags and paper stock at prices 
which have ruled for some time. The for- 
eign article finds some customers for small 
lots, and domestics are in about the same 
condition. 

Paper makers’ chemicals are very quiet 
indeed, although there is a more extended 
call for some kinds of goods. 

The water will be drawn from the canals 
to-morrow night and will remain out until 
Sunday night—one of the shortest shut- 
downs on record in this city. 

The Parsons and Riverside paper com- 
panies have been shut down for a number 
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| period of shutting down the mills was not 
long enough for them. 

The Parsons Paper Company's shutdown 
may be for two weeks’ duration, and during 
that time two 125 horse power boilers will 
be put in and a number of repairs will 
be made. The Riverside Paper Com- 
pany will put in three new boilers. Other 
companies to make improvements will in- 
clude the George R. Dickinson, Crocker. 
Whiting, Franklin and Nonotuck.

known under the designation of cotton rags 
consist, for the most part, of long, flattened, 
ribbon-like tubes, which, when drawn out 
under a low superficial pressure, become 


| opened out at the ends in such a way as to 


cause the fibres to interlace together, when 
under the action of the shake on the paper 
machine, and thus produce a closely felted, 
mellow sheet. When prepared with sharp 
tackle the ends represent an altogether dif- 
ferent appearance, owing to their being cut 
clean through, which, as is obvious, has the 
effect of making a less evenly felted paper. 
Viewed microscopically, linen fibres present 
distinctly different characteristics, being 
movch thinner and harder than cotton, with 
strong side walls and a narrow central duct. 
The side walls, though smvoth, are notched 
at regular intervals in the same manner 


| as those of the bamboo stalk, and, as a 





consequence, the amount of superficial pres- 
sure required to beat linen rags is greater 
than is necessary 1n order to produce a pulp 
of the same degree of shortness from cot- 
ton stock. The fibres which compose such 
raw materials as ropes and bagging consist 
mostly of manilla hemp and jute, the first 


ropes, while hemp and jute may be met 
with in either form. Manilla fibres, like 
cotton, are soft and flat, and when well 
boiled open out very freely, thus requiring 
a lower ‘superficial pressure than that re- 
quired for the other forms of hemp, the

ultimate fibres of which are usually much 
harder and of smaller diameter. The ulti- 
mate fibres of the jute plant are much 
more soft and spongy than either cotton or 
manilla, and unless the bagging used con- 
sists of specially selected and mature fibres 
it will be found to contain a large proportion 
of weak, soft fibres, which, for want of a 
better name, may not inaptly be termed 
‘‘shoddy.’’ To prepare half stuff 
with sharp bars has the effect of so cutting 
up the weaker fibres as to render the paper 
produced from it much less strong than 
would be the case were it prepared under 


such 


a low superficial pressure. 

The various grades of chemical wood 
pulp, from having already been subjected 
to a preliminary treatment at the hands of 
the pulp producer, are more or less com- 
pletely disintegrated ere they reach the 
paper mill, and consequently require less 
drastic treatment than the textile products. 
The wood most in favor with paper makers 
is that obtained from the pine family, which 
yields strong, clean fibre, capable of pro- 
ducing, under proper conditions of treat- 
ment, almost any grade of paper. The 
chief drawback with regard to the use of 
wood pulp in the better grades of paper is 
undoubtedly due to the fact, that, in this 
country at least, excepting a few isolated 
instances, the half stuff is not produced by 
those who know the special requirements 
of the papers for which it may ultimately 
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be used. The result of this system is that 
the paper maker cannot so manipulate the 
conditions of boiling as to impart the de- 
sired properties to the pulp, having regard 
to the special requirements of the paper he 
desires to produce. The proper condition 
of the beater bars for the production of 
paper making stock from wood fibres de- 
pends in a more than usually large degree 
on the properties necessary in the finished 
product. This is readily understood when 
the original hard and somewhat brittle 
nature of wood fibre is taken into account. 

The characteristics which it is desired to 
impart to the paper determine, though in 
less degree, the amount of pressure required 
between the roll and bedplate in the pro- 
duction of pulp from esparto or straw. The 
fibres of both plants consist of small point- 
ed needle shaped tubes, with very smooth 
side walls, and though at the first glance 
they might be supposed to produce a short 
pulp with a comparatively low superficial 
pressure, they require a firmer treatment 
with the roll than would be necessary to 
obtain a similar result from cotton rags. 
This is, in all probability, due to their 
original minuteness rendering them diffi-

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Steam Boilers, Their Equipment 
and Management.*

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tanks, independent of the rate at which the 
steam is drawn from them, and for the best 
results this system should be run at least 
100 pounds pressure in excess of the pres- 
sure required at the engine. 

We now come to the fourth method for 
supplying our sudden demand for steam, 
which was originated by the author. This 
is probably the most economical manner 
of solving this problem ; first, as regards the 
original cost of the equipment, and second, 
as regards cost of operation. By this sys- 
tem the number of boilers required is re- 
duced, the quantity of water needed is 
much less, and this consequently lessens 
the amount of fuel required, and the con- 
sumption of steam at the engine is also 
reduced. Of course we will need, for this 
system, boilers which can be safely oper- 
ated under high pressures, and let us here 
(for the sake of comparison with the ex- 
ample we have given under our second sys- 
tem) suppose that we have in our plant 
two water-tube boilers, each having a rating 
of 250 horse power and running under 300 
pounds pressure, supplying steam to our 
500 horse power rolling mill reversing en- 
gine, which is designed to work with 80 
pounds pressure. 

In the first place, we will be obliged to 
place reducing valves in our steam main, 
between the boiler and engine. 
probably require more than one valve, as 
there is too great a range in pressure be- 
tween 300 pounds and 80 pounds to be suc- 
cessfully handled bya single valve. The 
object of these reducing valves is to receive 
the steam from the boiler at a pressure 
higher than that required at the engine, 
and by means of throttling reduce this 
higher pressure to the 80 pounds required. 
The fall in pressure at the boiler side of the 
valves may be run all the way from the 300 
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pounds down to almost 80 pounds, but the 
pressure on the reduced side of the valves 
will always remain a constant 80 pounds. 
Steam at any higher pressure than 80 
pounds will only cause a waste of steam at 
the engine, on account of the high terminal 
pressure at the end of the stroke. This of 
course refers to our reversing engine, while 
with an automatic cut-off engine too high an 
initial pressure will cause, toward the end 
of the stroke, the wasteful negative pressure 
which, on the indicator diagram, will be 
shown by the terminal loop. Returning to 
our rolling mill engine, which is exha. sted 
to the atmosphere, terminal pressure of 
course increases, as the initial pressure is 
increased to about 80 pounds. Thus it will 
be seen that reducing valves are a source 
of great economy in such practice. 
reducing valves must be very large, larger 
than required in ordinary practice. 

As for the difference in expense in run- 
ning boilers at a pressure of 300 pounds, 
instead of 100 pounds, it is hardly worth 
consideration. Practically speaking, a 
pound of coal will evaporate the same 
number of pounds of water into steam at 
any pressure. To show the truth of this 
statement, let us take a pound of steam 
at 100 pounds pressure, and again the same 
weight at 300 pounds pressure. ‘The total 
heat in the first is 1,185 heat units, while 
in the latter the total heat is but 1,209.3 heat 
units, a difference of only 24.3 heat units, 
and when we consider that our coal delivers 
between 13,000 and 15,000 heat units when 
burned, from 60 to 75 per cent. of which 
is utilized by the boiler in making steam, 
no difficulty can be had in comprehending 
our statement that practically the same 
amount of water can be evaporated per 
pound of coal, irrespective of the pressure. 
Now, in order to investigate the working 
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possibilities of this arrangement, let us con- 
sider our plant somewhat in detail. Tak- 
ing a well-known horizontal water tube, 
rated at 250 horse power, we find that un- 
der ordinary working conditions it con- 
tains about 20,000 pounds of water. Two 
of these, making a battery of 500 horse 
power, will therefore contain 40,000 pounds 
of water. As has already been stated, our 
500 horse power rolling mill engine is de- 
signed to be operated with 80 pounds pres- 
sure. The steam space and steam liberating 
surface in these boilers are designed to be 
of sufficient size and capacity tosecure dry 
steam when the boilers are supplying the 
maximum demand, It must be remem- 
bered that all sudden lowering in the pres- 
sure of boilers is followed by an increased 
ebullition of the water, which has a ten- 
dency to project particles of the water into 
the steam space, and if ample space is not 
provided to allow most of these particles 
time to drop back again into the water from 
which they have risen, before the outrush- 
ing steam carries them away into the steam 
pipes, trouble is very apt to follow if this 
moisture is not entrapped, or recovered from 
the steam before it reaches the engine. The 
exact steam liberating surface required in a 
boiler is pretty difficult to define, as experi- 
menting in this direction has not determined 
this with any precision, but it is safe to say 
that when steam is taken from the surface 
of water at a speed greater than 3 feet per 
second water is generally carried with it. 
A curious fact has been noted in this mat- 
ter, and that is, after steam once begins to 
pick up water as it leaves the surface in a 
boiler it will continue to do so for a con- 
siderable time, even though the speed of 
the exit is considerably less than the speed 
at which it first began to pick up the water. 
The advantages of reduced steam space 
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have been already discussed under our first 
system. Next, let us consider the amount 
of water required here, and compare it with 
the second system. Here we have 40,000 
pounds in our boiler, while there we had 
100,000 pounds. 

One pound of water under 300 pounds 
steam pressure contains 391.9 heat units. 
One pound of water under 80 pounds steam 
pressure contains 294 heat units. The dif- 
ference is 97.9 heat units. We thus find 
that a drop in pressure in our boiler from 
300 to 80 pounds will render available, from 
each pound of water contained in the boiler, 
97.9 heat units; therefore with 40,000 pounds 
of water we will have available 3,916,000 
heat units to generate quickly the steam 
required. Dividing this by 886.7 (the num- 
ber of heat units necessary to evaporate 1 
pound of water into steam from the tem- 
perature of water under 80 pounds steam 
pressure), we find that we will have gen- 
erated 4,416 pounds of steam through this 
fall in pressure, and, as our engine requires 
500 pounds of steam per minute, we find, 
by dividing, that we have a supply of 
steam which will supply our engine for 8.83 
minutes, to say nothing of the steam gen- 
erated directly by the fire during this in- 
terval. Thus you will plainly see that we 
have almost three times as much reserve 
energy available as in the second system, 
while we have but two-fifths the amount of 
water. It is a well-known fact that water- 
tube boilers are very rapid steam makers, 
and in consequence of this, after dropping 
their pressure, as has just been stated, they 
will commence “ picking up ’’ immediately, 
and the nine minutes during which they 
are delivering steam from the available heat 
they have stored in the water under 300 
pounds pressure is more than ample time 
for them to recover their maximum pressure 
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the water by running independently, 
where advantageous.
